A NARROW ESCAPE,

Train No. a5 From Seaside Nearly Mects
With Accident Yestrday.

What might have been a serdous ac-
cident was narmwly averted yesterday
morning near Lindenberger's cold sto-
rage plant at the foot of Sth street.

The milrond roadbel  between  the
mils s planked that wagoms may drive
over same; the planks running parallel
with the mils. The wagons passing
over loosened one of the planks nnd
the end of it was misel above the
level of the rails,

Train No. 25 from Seasldo due at the
depot at 11 oelock a. m. eume bowling
along on time and at the usual mte of
spesd and ploked up the plank and car
il it & distance of about 150 or 200
feet when fortunately the plnk was
thrown along the ties the fanges of the
wheels on the forwanl trucks cutling
their way through the end of the plank
and the train passed on without leaving
the track. It appears that as the truin
eame along a colt in the pilot which ex-
tended below the frame caught in the
plank and beld it until striking the frog
of the switch on the trestle the bholt
lroke and released the plank.

Had the train left the track at the
point at which the plank was releasad
it would have gone over the trestle
which at that point is 20 feet above the
water und the train would have piled up
with a loss of life that would have been

appalling.  The plank was mepliced and
firmly fastened aml everything is in
shape again,  None shoard the tmin
lid any intention of their narrow eseape.
